This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group 1, claims 1-25, drawn to a surface decor for a trim part. 

Group II, claims 26-40, drawn to a method for manufacturing a surface decor for a trim 
part. 

Group III, claims 41-46, drawn to a casting tool for manufacturing a surface decor for a 
trim part. 

The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Evidence of lack of unity 
between the three groups is found in EP 0 786 380 A wherein it is found to disclose the features 
of instant claim 1 and the features of instant claim 26. Also, evidence of lack of unity between 
the three groups is found in US 5,81 1,053 wherein it is found to disclose the features of instant 
claim 1 . As such, the special technical features of the claimed invention are not found to define a 
contribution over the prior art. Therefore, restriction is appropriate.
